On Saturday 
the 8th, a Jefuice her Majefty’s Confeifor 
going to.Tortona , had the Misfortune to 
be drowned in che little River Scrivia, much 
about the fame Place where her Majetty’s 
Nurfe was drowned when fhe was on her 
Journey to pals over co the Emperour then ag 
Barcelona: Her Majefty was much troubled 
at this Accident, and dining at Pavia ap- 

ared very forrowful while fhe was at Table ; 
in the Evening fhe arrived at the Convent of 
the Carthufians, where was General Vif- 
conti with the Great Chaacellor his Brottier, 
who after- having had the Honour to kils 
her Majefty’s Hand returned hither. On 
Monday the 10th her Majefty entred this 
City, the People making loud Acclamations, 
rr the Cannon firing: She paffed from the 
Gate of Tocinere to the Palace, through 
the Burghers who drawn up in Arms lined 
the Streets, preceeded by her Guards and a 
good Number of German Cuirafliers of the 
Regiment of General Oro, and followed 
by the Prince our Governour’s Troop of 
Horfe-Guards: Arriving before the Palace, 
fhe there found General Daun’s Regimenc 
under Arms, and alighting out of the Coach, 
fhe was received at the Foor of the Staircale 
by* the Great Chancellor and General Vif- 
conti his Brother in the Name of the Re- 
gency, and afterwards by the Members of 
the Privy Council, the Senate, and the Ma- 
giftraces with their Prefident ; was compli- 
mented by the City Council in a Body, and 
congratulated on her happy Arrival by the 
Vice-Chancellor Peronifione, who made a 
fhort Speech, fetting forch the general Joy 
of the People, and che faithful sincerity of 
the Burghers,to which her Majefty returned 
an Anfwer in very favourable Terms, Then 
fhe was complimented by the Vicar, in the 
Name of our Archbilhop Cardinal Odefcal- 
chi, and by feverai other Preiaces, Being 
conducted into the Apartment ficted up for 
her, fhe chofe to dine in publick. The 14th 
the Prince of Lichrenficin, and the Ccunt 
de Paar Poft-Mafter-General, with Givers 
other Lords, arrived here from Vienna ; but 
the Orders brougtit by the former are not a- 
greeable to rhe Spaniards who accompanied 
the Emprefs hicher, che Emperour leaving it 
to their Liberty to return to their own 
Country which Way they plealc. The Em- 
prefs defigns co proceed from hence the 25th 


Inftant. The Strangers who are here in
